The Grand 
Jury was in session that day and Bow- 
man had dismissed several cases, and 
that he had collected his fee all the 
same. The court ruled out most of the 
evidence to show that this state of facts, 
stating that the District Attorney •nas 
not on trial.

The Eureka Sentinel, through Sena- 


tor Cassidy, pi icks the Virginia Chron- 
icle bubble about the overcharges on the 
Eureka and Palisade railroad.- After co- 
pying the JOUBKAL'S remarks,- it pub- 
lishes the $2,&QO penalty law, end- then 
says: 


The above is the .statute, and this is 


thc/second time that the Senator bus 
pnbhshtd it. 
The maximum rate al- 


lowed to be charged by law in this State 
is 28 cents per ton per mile. Xliis re- 
lates to every description of • freight, 
whether it be heavy or light, bulky, or 
the reverse. The law we have quoted 
above was called into existence by the de- 
feat in the Legislature of the so-called 
Woodburn bill. By the defeat of that 
lull the Legislature has said in effect that 
20 cents per ton per mile was the pioper 
rate to rule in this State..' The untoi of 
this article thereupon determined that 
no raihondiu the State should be allowed 
to exceed that late for the transportation 
of any classof goods whatsoever. Hence, 
the bill under notice. The Legislature, 
having once said that 20 cents per ton 
per mile was a fair figure, could not 
well go back of its action, and the' bill 
became a law. If its piovisions have 
been violated by any 
railroad 
in 


the 
State we are 
not 
aware of 


such violation. We know that the E. 
& P.'Railroad immediately after tlie ad- 
journment of the Legislature icndjusted 
its tariff, reducing nil classes of freight 
to about 17 cents per ton per niilo. We 
believe the Cluomde to bo in error 
when it ullegos that any such figmes, 
as it immes, havo been charged by the 
Eureka and Palisade road since the ad- 
journment of the Ltgiblatuie. At all 
events we have heard of no complaints 
Irom business men hero on tlus> score 
who are entirely cognizant of the law 
and their rights in tbe premises.
